“ THIS being the firft ordinary occafion we have had to 


meet in the charaéter of Legiflators, I congratulate you on the very 
flattering profpe& of the rife and progrefs of our Territory, in a tnanner 
the той favorable to the eftablifhment and permanency of a free gov- 


. ` ernment, and to fix and promote the happinefs of a growing and intel- 


E ligent people; that the country compofing our Territory is fuperior td 
many, and inferior to but few in natural advantages, fertility of foil, and 
falubrity of climate, and in which the hand of induftry i is fo amply re- 
warded as to prevent even the negligent from want, and to fupply the 
diligent with affluence, are circumftances which cannot but afford pleafing 
refle€tions ; that the bounteous proceeds of our agricultural purfuits for 
the prefent year, odglit to be the caufe of much felicitation, and cers 
tainly demands our mutual gratulations, and for which it becoines us to 
unite in offering up to the Supreme Ruler of the Univerfe, our unfeigned. 
thanks for his Providence, and the enjoyment of thofe bleffings, fo effen- 
tial to our national profperity and individual happinels. 

* Although, fellow-citizens, our legiflative powers are confiderably 
limited and controlled by thofe of the general government, yet they are 
competent to the making of moft laws and regulations promotive of our 
happinefs, and for the proteétion of our rights. We have the confola- 
tion to know that this limit is fixed by a government founded on repub- 
lican principles, and adminiftered by the federated will of the people ; 
and the prefent adminiftration we have abundant reafons to believe is fo: 
licitoufly engaged in promoting our iritereft-and that of the weftern coun- 
try in general, with which by natare we are, and muft continue to be, 
united in point of political and commercial intereft ; the extenfion of our 
limits, aud the meafures which have been taken and.are purfuing to. res 
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move all embarraiiments to a | free trade and an eafy and fafe commuüniz" 
cation and intercourfe with each other, and with our neighbors ; the rapid 
growth of our Territory for a few years рай, and the vaft improvements 
‘in almok every branch of bufinefs evince this; as alfo tlie influence and . 
effe& different governments have on communities, and particularly the 
fuperiority of that of the United States, over thofe 'goveranients ünder 
which this country has alternately райга; 

.* As our importance and thei improvements айа ádvatitages we expe- 
rience һауе increafed in proportion to the preference our pref. nt grade 
of. government has to that previoufly afforded : us; we have a right to 
expé& they will continué in а comparative ratio on teceiving the next 
айй fuperior grade; to which I hope we fiall foon bééritilled ; the attain: 
ment of which in point of time, may very mich depend ön otr political 
charafter; and thofe laws and regulations which we may foim, For as 
а juft and wife parent will forego the legal maturity of his fon-to the 
management of his portion only in proportion to his difcretion and ability; 
fo ought we to prefume will be regarded any anticipation of our adoption. 
into the union of the ftates; and it‘may be neceffary that our political 
charaéter and attachinent to republican princip'es fhould be fuclias to 
infpire a juft- confidencé in our formation of felf-government—that it 
will be fuch as the United ‘States are bound to guarantee. a unto ui Re] 
publican. — j 2 
* It is not enough for tlie háppinefs ofa people that diy аге favored, 
with natural advantages ; much ftill remains for themtodo. Experience 
teaches that thofe means which are calculated to afford the greateft Ше 
fings; are alfo capable of producing the worft of evils by ай ábüfe and 
mifapplication of them, and that we may be miferable as a people and 
contemptible as а nation amidit the greateft earthly enjoyiments and fu- 
perior wealth. This it behoves the conftituted authorities to. provide 
againft, which can beft be done by a proper inculcation of civil and po- 
litical knowledge, to which a regular and well dire&ed courfe of educa- 
tion is neceflary, patronized by, and under the fuperintendance of the 
public authority; I know an opinion is entertained by fome, and ій 
many parts it has been fatally prevalent, that literary inftitutions eftab- 
lifhed on thofe principles, favor moft the higher orders and more wealthy 
part of a community, Perhaps no opinion can be more ‘erroneous : the 
yeverfeisthedaGt The rich have the means of feeking learning and 
information wherever it may be, even in foreign countries—where the 
needy and more moderate in cifcumftances cannot, Thus ап inequality 
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Rr talents and -—— is effe&ed between thofe to whom nature hag’ 
been equally bountiful in point of intelle&, and by which the manae 
ment of the moft important public affairs, that cannot be will c nduéted 
without certain acquired qualifications, will be confined to a particular 
clafs of the citizens, and thé community deprived of the fervices and 
| talents of їйапу who would; if-afforded an opportunity, have formed 
luminariés in the political firmament, but whó are configned to oblivion, 
and whofe talents remain obfcured in the darknefs of a miftaken and 
contraéted policy :. That this kind of polity will not pers with us, I 
rely with the utmoft confidence. | 
41 we with to infpire our youth with a love of country, and an. 
attachment to our political principles and forms of government; as alfo 
an acquaintance with our manners and cufloms, to imbibe our habits 
and to become ufeful citizens, they оша be educated amongft us, and 
the rudiments of learning fixed whilft young; for fuch is the formation 
of the human mind, that early or firit impreffions аге not eafily- eradi- 
cated, and are very apt to be retained through life. Far be it from me | 
to fuppofe that travelling and an acquaintance with the world ought not 
to compofe a part.of polite and ufeful education ; fur we very frequently 
fee-men.of letters, but not of learning. They bring into pra&ice what 
ftudious.attention has matured in theory, and afford us an opportunity 
of appreciating the advantages and of corre€ting the errors of our own. 
governmént,, by a compatifon with thofe of others, 

_. A nation will always flourifh in proportion to its information and 
acquaintance with the arts and fciences, Learning is the habitation of 
true piety, thé protector of morals, and the life of political freedom, ` 
whatever may be the form of government. And gentlemen, give me 
leave to fay that‘we have every encouragement and fupport from ‘the 
general government on this fübje&, which the moft fanguine expe&tations 
can form ; and in no inftance has its care and regard for our futare prof 
périty and permanent happinefs been more apparent, than on the fubje& 
of fchools, . The liberal donations which it has madé, are ffficient to 
lay the foundation of, and afford the future fupport to, the moft flourifh- 
ing feminaries of learning, and ought certainly to have prevented that 
арау іп fome which has tended to impede опг college inftitution, How 
‘far, or whether i it may бе proper to~anticipate the proceeds of thofe 
funds, fo as to fart the inftitution, remains for tie wifdom of the legifla- 
ture to determine. 


“Оп the fubje&, gentlemen, of legillation generally, I will take the 
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liberty to ciu анд à | govérnment founded ой repüblican principled, 
where reafon and philofophy conftitute its polar obje&s, laws fhould 
breathe the {рїї of moderation, juftice and' virtue. They fhould dif 
countenance idlenefs, vice and immorality, and encourage indufiry, 
learning and morals ; ће influence of which іп fociety prope ftonably 
fupercedes the neceffity of many laws; Nor fhould laws be made fo 
much with a view to punifhment, as to inhibit the commiffion of crimes, 
Punifhments when infliéted fhould be more for example than otherwife; 
to which end they thould be mild in their. ‘operation ahd certain in their 
execution. They fhould bear a due proporticn to the magnitude of the 
offence, and to the nature of the injury done to the public and fafety ‹ of 
fociety, as alfo to the degree of wickednefs in the offender, When this 
is not the cafe, the due execution of them is frequently evaded; or the 
force and effe& of example loft in the harfhnefs.of their execution, and 
in the cruelties of punifhment.—Sanguinary | laws are not congenial to 
thé principles of a free government, nor are they adapted tothe genius | 
of the American peaple; for fince their laws are made for the fafety of 
the country, and the prote&ion of its citizens, they ought not to exceed 
what that fafety and proteétion require. —— ; | 
“ And although the difperfed fituation of the inhabitants of. many 
parts of our continent, and the want of pecuniary refources; may have. 
prevented the adoption of more mild criminal laws, and compelled the 
enacting and continuing in force fuch as their- judgment do not approve; 
yet I hope we fhall fee the day when fanguinary laws will be blotted out 
of our criminal codes, and that we fhall no longer be under the песейиу: | 
of infh&ing апа juftifying punifhments at which humanity and reafon 
revolt, on the very falfe ground, that the guilty knew previoufly the 
penalties of the law. | 
“Next, gentlemen, tothe making fuch laws and regulations as are 
neceffary to the forniation of civil and political fociety; ought to be the 
providing for its defence, and to guard againft thofe attacks and diforders 
to which it is fubje&t, and which bid defiance to the civil authorities. 
The moft eligible mode of doing which muft always very much depend 
‘on the principles and chara@ter-of the government, and alfo the portion 
of liberty its membersenjoy. In à government founded on and admin- 
егей by the will of the people, to which their affeftions and not thcir 
fears bind them, and where equal rights are afforded, a militia compofed 
of the citizens themfelves, conftitute the moft fafe and cheap mode of 
defence. This being one of the moft prominent features ia our confti-

‘militia, fo that they may be in an immediate and conftant flate cf readi- 
nef, Our ififulated pofition, occafioned as well by a foreign power, as 
by а уай extent of wildernels country, inhabited only by numerous favage - 
"tribes, deprives. us of the hope, that any. immediate affiftance could bs | 
afforded us'by our brethren from other quarters in cafes of emergency. 
Again, fuch is the charaéter of a very ' confiderable proportion of the popu- 
lation of this and our neighboring Territory, as ought to be the occafion 
of iò йай! degiée of concern, and of which motives of policy forbid 
а farther and more explicit explanation. Permit me, therefore, to re~ 
commend to yout early attention, a revifion of your. militia and patrol 
laws, the latter of. which is found to be inconvenient to execute, as ао 
Very expenfive to the Territory if carried into operation, fo as to be ade- 
quate to the purpofes intended. 

“It is, gentlemen, conducive to є public weal and the peace and 
quiet of the people, that there fhould be as few laws as poffible, Many 
laws indicate the depravity of fociety, for they are not made for the vir- 

tuous, but for the vicious; arid to prote& and enforce the rights of the 
former againft the attacks and injuftice of the latter: - It is alfo of much 
importance that laws fhoiild be intelligible, not too complex, and fuffi- 
“ciently promulgated among the poule I will therefore fuggeft the exe 
pediency of a compiled digeft of the laws now in force in our Territory, 
authorifed by the General Affembly, as may be thought moft advifable; 

The ftru&ure of out government is fuch, and the modes of adopting its 

laws have béen fo various, as to render a meafure of this kind almoft 

indifpenfible to the proper underftanding of them, and to know which 

аге in force, efpecially as regards thofe introduced and adopted under 

the firft grade-of government, fome of which were even then contefted, 
‚ оп conftitutional grounds. 

» “Among the local obje&ts proper for. theattention of a government, 
few are more important than the eftablifhment and keeping іп repair 
public roads or hi,,hways. Nothing evinces more the advanced ftate of ~ 
lociety, and the degree of induftry in a country, than its improvements 
in this way ; yet it is too frequent, that they are placed among thole ot 
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thinor confideration, and are the laf attended to, ariling perhaps [o 

too contraéted a view of our affociated and future interefts, and a difpos 
fition to enjoy an immediate and individual cómpenfation for the labor | 
Which we beftow on thofe obje&s,—Hence, in this, as in many other · 
re[peéts, laws are neceffary preferibing what is proper to be done, and. 
compelling the citizens to contribute'their aid. In countries which have 
excelled in the improvements of their highways, and to effeét which the 
 requifitions from the people have been fo great as to produce ever dif: 
contents, yet have they, on experiencing the benefits refulting therefrom, 
approved and become admirers of the policy. It is not however expe&-. 
ed with us, агі improvements of this kind onght to be forced beyond 
what the ftate of population will juftify, and the abilities of the people 
can perform, You are all fo materially and individually interefted in this 
fubje&, as to leave no doubt but that a due proportion of your delibera- ' 
tions will be dire&ed towards it during your prefent Seffion.. ` 

« As to our filcal affairs, a ftatement which will be laid before you 
by the Auditor of Public Accounts will turnifh the amount and fituation 
of the Territorial debt. A report from the Treafurer, which will. alfo 
be laid before you, . containing the eftimates of receipts and expenditures 
of the public revenue, and the fources from which it is drawn, will, I 
` truft, afford fatisfa&ory information relative to the flate of our finances, 
and fuch as.will enable you to adopt the moft eligible modes for improv 
ing the revenue, and for the extinguifhment of the public debt of the 
Territory. And I am happy to know that this debt will be found confid 
erably lefs.in amount than it was previoufly calculated to be. | 

“ A general lift, fhewing the proportion our prefent rate and quan: 
tum of taxation bears to the eftimated value of property liable to be 
taxed, under the prefent fyftem of revenue, which I fhall lay before you 
at an early day, affords the moft favorable expe&lations that this debt 
may be extinguifhed in a very fhort time, without producing any incon- 
veniences to the inhabitants, who I am confcious will cheerfully yield a - 
proportion of the produce of their labors to be applied to ufeful and ne- 
ceffary purpofes. The people of a country are feldom indifpofed to tax- 
ation, if the monies arifing therefrom are judicioufly er and pos 
‘perly expended.

Pr dividual point of view, but thé expenfe and delay generally attendant 
on fuch a fyftem tends frequently to defeat, in a confiderable degree, thé 
obje& intended.- ‘Taxes fhould not only be proper and neceflary, but 
'produ&ive. When this is not thé cale, however jui and proper they 
may bein principle, their continuation becomes unjuft and impolitic. 
Tn: forming a revenue lýftem regard fhould alfo be had to the fituation 
of property and the ftate of population. In countries where the рори» 
lation is-complete, property affumes a more uniform and relative value 
than in а difperfed and thinly fettled country. Iam perfuaded our pre- 
fent revenue law will’ be found too expenfive in its operation. For I 
believe‘about one-fourth part of the revenue, firft to be colle&ed under 
the prefent fyftem, will be expended before it can be colleéted and ap- 
plied to the purpofes intendéd: that this expenfe, with a very {mall ex- 
ception, will be annual, and in effeét increafe in a ratio proportionate to 
any diminution of revenue which ought to take place, as the prcfent 
Territorial debt-fhall be extinguifhed. `- 

.  * Having, gentlemen, on à former occafion, urged to you the pros 
priety of providing for the payment of the debt of the Territory, which 
from its unliquidated ftate at that time, you thought it moft advifable to 
ройропе, till the amount fhould be known, permit me again to recom- 
mend to your attention the expediency of the meafure which the abilities 
of the citizens of this Territory fo fully juftify—and alfo that you will 
provide а lefs expenfive mode of afcertaining and affiffing the taxes 
which become neceffary. In doing which you will no doubt provide for 
the accountability of. the public officers who may have the colleétion and 
management of the revenues, fo as to prevent in future fuch delinquen- 
cies and impofitions as have heretofore taken place; fome of which are 
of fuch а nature as to partake of the chara&ter of peculation, and cers 
tainly merit exemplary punifhment, the particulars of which Шай be 
laid before you in the courfe of the prefent Seffion, 

“Thefe, fellow-citizens, are the principal obje&s which I deem ne- 
ceffary and proper to be recommended to your confideration, Should 
any others occur during your Seffion, they fhall be communicated with- 
out delay. But you will, in the difcharge of your legiflative funétions, 
take a more comprehenfive view of the interefts of our Territory and 


the wants of its citizens, I readily perceive that in the difcharge of your ` 


duties, many objefts proper for your attention may be embraced, which 
I have omitted to notice, all of which I truft will be equally attended to 
in the courfe of your deliberations, And I give you aflurances of a fin- 
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tere co-operation on my part, in all meafures tending to advanci
